& word to the school children.” There
mm no private enterprises—or public
ones, for that muntter—that are entitled
to invade the schioolroom for assistance.
The custom excites and distorbe the
mind of the pupils; it foress the child-
ren of poor fawmilies to contribute be-
wond their ability. or elee to reveul
finaneial conditions, which cause them
homilistion, in both of which they are
entitled o prolection, and it gives en-
tarprises with cheeky promoters un unde-
eerved advantage over those directed in
modesty and fair dealing, The school
room should be closed to all eollector,
ticket sellers, book agents and outside
rustlers of all grades and enterprises,

Tuu flood of names of people burled
ot Governor Geer for appointment to
membership on the Text Book Commie-
gion must entirely satisfy the Govern-
or's most sanguine expectations, and we
feel no compunction for our delay in re-
sponding to & request to suggest the
names of five or. more persons to serve
in that capacity. The list submitted to
the Governor is complete in its uiter
uselesenoss, save a very few exceptions.
QOur idea of @ Text Book Commission
ia to have its members s thorouglily
eapable and competent to judge of text
books that when it procesded to deliber-
ate the public nnd the creator of the
Commimion might trust with perfect
confidance the result.
